The committee appointed to investigate 
the frivolous statement of Speaker Miller 


to the effect that he had been “‘ineulted by | 


the offer of a considerable bribe ” closed its 


report with this instructive paragraph: {| 


Your’ committee expresses the hope that this 
unfortunate circumstance shall mark the end in 
this state of that practice known as gavel rule, 
whereby the constitutional right to a roll call has 
go frequently been refused in legislative bodies. 

Gavel rule is, indeed, ope of those 
“ bloody instructions ” which, being taught,

it was only a meane of controlling a minor- 
ity in the interests of a majority.

It 
is not necessary to be equally rigid as re- 
gards South Water street, because the con- 
ditions which obtain there are peculiar. It 
is a market street, nota travelstreet. — 
Not all firms have been uuregardful of 
the street and sidewalk rights of the pub- 
lic. Reid, Murdoch & Fischer moved from 
their old location because they came to 
appreciate the fact that they were invad- 
ing the rights of their fellow citizens by 
using a street as a place to do business in. 
Hibbard, Spencer & Bartlett finally yield- 
ed to popular opinion and moved from their 
aid quarters to new quarters where ther. 
have ceased to inconvenience thé public.

So any tourists who care to stay at a hotel 
kept by a princess of one of the mediatized 
houses of Germany, who is related to half 
the reigning families of Europe, her sister 
Gerta belng married to Prince Wilhelm of 
Saxe-Weimar, and to have their hotel bills 
made up by her, will do well to make a stay 
at the Hotei du Lac, at Uttwil. It certainly 
will be a novel experience to dispute items of 
the accounts with a landlady who is a full 
fledged princess of semi-royal rank, and 
whomi one has to address as “ your high- 
ness.”’ 


It may be remembered that a cousin of ‘hers, 
Prince Leopold, spent some years in this 
country, and was announced everywhere 
as being a suitor for the hand of Miss Pull- 
man, while his brother Charlies married, 
about eight years ago, in London, Miss 
Lertha Lewis of New Orleans. 

Empefor William frequently hes been 
blamed for his readiness to accept the quite | 
numerous legacies that are left to him by 
subjects with whom he never has had the 
slightest personal acquaintance. It is only 
fair, however, to him that it should be widely 
known that he only takes possession of the 
bequests after careful investigation has dem- | 
onstrated that he ig not doing an injustice 
thereby to any who, through ties of blood or 
of affection, have had a claim on the tesiator 
that is worthy of consideration, and that, if 
thoroughly satisfied on this point, he devotes 
the estate thus presented to him to moreor 
less charitable objects. 

Thus the beautiful villa and estate in south- 
ern Tyrol bequeathed to him some years ago 
‘by an admirer he has converted into a sani- 
tarium for convalescent officers of his army 
and navy, while the 2,000,000 marks left to 
him a few weeks ago by Baroness Oppen- 
heim, the daughter of old Emperor William’s 
confidential bahker, Cohn, has been given 
by the kaiser as a nucleus of a fund to add to 
the allowances of deserving officers whose 
military prospects are hampered by their 
Jack of private means. 

The crown prince of Siam, who was wholly 
educated in England and who, after making 
prolonged visita to the various courts of 
Eufope, spent some time in this country as 
the guest of the United States, has, after nine. 
years’ absence, returned to his native land, 
where, under the direction of his father, the 
king, he is acquainting himself intimately | 
with the conditions of the people over whom 
he eventually will be called upon to rule.

day or two later in the latter’s paper, the 
Pall Mali Gazette, that Sir Archibald had 
attended the entertainment at which the 
“ contretemp ”’ occurred without an invita- 
‘tion, 

It is only fair to add that William Waldorf 

Astor had been exasperated beyond endur- 
ance by people with whom he was not even 
acquainted flocking .to his entertainments 
uninvited, completely ignoring him, and that 
he subsequently madq public amends to Sir 
ArchibalMi for the discouftesy with which 
he had treated him, Sir Archibald having 
been brought to Mr. Astor’s party by mutual 
friends. 
Sir Archibald ig a son of the late Sir Alex- 
der Milne, admiral of the fleet, who so nar- 
rowly escaped death at the time of the 
foundering of the battleship Captain in the 
bay of Biscay. The admiral had been din- 
ing on board the Captain with ite commund- 
ing officer, Who, owing to the stormy char- 
acter of the night; urged upon Sir Alexander - 
to remain on board.

.with a preponderance of railroad securities 
is offered loans are made on time at 4% per 
cent. 

But it may be doubted whether these easy 
money conditions will continue for any con- 
siderable period. The demands throughout 
the country are strong. Abstracts of the 
reports of the condition of the national banks 
of the United States on April 9, prepared in 
the office of the controller of the currency, 
show that the institutions as a whole have 
lost cash compared with their statements of 
Feb. 6 and the statements of April 30, 1902. 

Since April last year the capital, surplus, 
and undivided profits of the banks have in- 
creased $17,778,024. But the aggregate cash 
ents and in the 
redemption fund, dec $33,300,037 from 
February and $50,385,181 from last year. The 
ratio of such funds to deposits stood on April 
9 at 26.25 per cent, against 27.70 per cent in 
February and 27.71 per cent on April 30, 1902. 
The percentage of legal reserve to deposits 
on April 9 was 21.68, against 22.88 in Feb- 
ruary,. 

The figures presented in the abstract may 
be taken to mean an absence of easy money 
throughout the country and the probability 
of the banks being no better off this fall than 
they were last.
